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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments in the Appeal Brief, filed 01/10/2008, with respect to the 
claims have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-21 
has been withdrawn. Upon reconsideration of the primary prior art reference to 
Northcutt et al., structural differences in Northcutt et al. are distinguishable from the 
claims. Northcutt et al. shows a switch (Fig. 10, element 71) that switches between 
audio and visual information (Fig. 10, Audio in and AGP/PCI Express data) and outputs 
that information to a single HDMI output interface. The distinction is that the instant 
application has two separate outputs, an audio component and a visual component, that 
the switch can toggle between. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

The following is the statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: The prior art disclosed by the applicant and cited by the Examiner fail to teach 
or suggest, alone or in combination, all the limitations of the independent claim(s) 
(claims 1, 9 and 17), particularly a PCI Express switch that switches visual information 
to video processing components and audio information to audio processing 
components.
